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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify at least one error being relied upon as a basis for the reissue and that is 
indeed an appropriate error for reissue (37 CFR 1.175(a)(1)). See 37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) 
and see MPEP § 1414. 

2. Applicant added new claims 1 9-44. If new claims are presented, their differences 
from the original claims must be pointed out.
